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DO  YOU  REMEMBER? 


1942:  Instruction  commences  at  Carleton  College. 
1957:  University  charter  is  granted. 

1959:  Rideau  River  campus  opens  its  doors  to  staff  and  students. 

1962:  Residence  living  is  introduced  (Renfrew  House:  Women; 
Lanark  House:  Men). 
Population:  300+ . 

Visiting  Hours:  Men's  residence:  Restricted;  Women's 
residence:  Non-existent. 

Separate  men's  and  women's  residence  associations  are 
created  to  perform  functions  of  student  government. 

1965:  Russell  and  Grenville  House  open. 
Population:  600+ . 

Students  assume  larger  role  in  residence  operations  and 
the  establishment  of  residence  policies. 
Carleton  becomes  a  leader  among  Canadian  Universities 
in  the  field  of  student  housing. 

1969:  Glengarry  House  opens. 
Population:  12 00+. 

Renfrew  House  becomes  the  first  co-educational  residence 
of  its  kind  in  C  anada . 

The  Commons  building  offers  dining,  recreational  and 
office  facilities  within  the  residence  complex. 

1969:  The  separate  residence  associations  amalgamate  to  form 
the  Carleton  University  Residence  Association. 
C.U.R.A.  assumes  leading  role  in  determining  the  atmos- 
phere and  lifestyle  that  prevail  in  community. 

1973:  St.  Patrick's  College  affiliates  with  Carleton 

Renfrew  House  becomes  St.  Pat's  residence  with  an  all 
male,  an  all  female  and  a  co- educational  floor. 

1976:  The  Residence  Student's  Association  legally  incorporates 
as  the  Rideau  River  Residence  Association. 


Glengarry  House  opened  its  doors  in  1969  .  .  . 
to  men  only!  It  wasn't  long  before  requests 
surfaced  from  female  residents  who  wanted  to 
live  in  the  11-storey,  air  conditioned  building. 
The  following  was  found  amidst  the  R.R.R.A  . 
files  and  was  obviously  written  by  the  "male- 
chauvinist"  residents  of  Glengarry: 

ARGUMENTS 
AGAINST 

WOMEN  IN 
GLENGARRY 

1 .  In  every  survey  of  student  opinion  so  far 
undertaken,  the  large  majority  of  women 
indicated  a  strong  preference  for  living  in 
an  all -worn en  residence  and  a  large  ma- 
jority of  men  preferred  an  all-male  resi- 
dence. Therefore,  conversion  of  Glen- 
garry to  what  is  effectively  a  co-ed  resi- 
dence* is  contrary  to  the  expressed  wishes 
of  the  majority  of  both  women  and  men. 
The  miniority  who  differ  can  elect  co-ed. 
*co-ed  was  interpretated  as  men  and  wo- 
men in  the  same  building;  not  on  the  same 
floor  as  we  know  it  today.  (ED.  ) 

2.  Maintaining  an  equality  in  space  available 
to  women  is  contrary  to  the  actual  demand 
over  the  past  several  years.  We  have  always 
been  able  to  fill  Glengarry  and  have  a  good- 
sized  waiting  list  from  which  to  fill  vacan- 
cies. But  we  only  barely  manage  to  fill  wo- 
men's residence  and  have  no  waiting  list. 
So  with  a  higher  percentage  of  withdrawals 
in  women's  residence,  we  always  end  up 
with  empty  rooms.  Therefore,  we  should 
reduce,  not  increase  space  for  women;  have 
a  waiting  list. 

3.  Glengarry  is  NOT  a  suitable  place  for  wo- 
men (especially  those  who  apply  for  wo- 
men's res). 

a)  Noise  and  security  will  be  real  problems 
(especially  in  hallways  and  doubles  where 
new  girls  will  be)  so  we  can  expect  a  high 
percentage  of  withdrawals. 

b)  Parents  will  object  to  having  their  daughter 
living  on  top  of  men's  residence. 

c)  Washroom  facilities  are  not  suitable. 

d)  Security  on  stairways  or  elevators  is  well- 
nigh  impossible . 


This  little  memo  was  written  before  resi- 
dents had  a  Food  Services  Committee  to 
represent  them .  We  think  it  shows  the 
frustration  felt  when  there  is  a  lack  of 
c  om  mun  ic  ation .

1977 

SPORTS:  On  the  football  scene,  the  Montreal 
Alouettes  beat  the  Edmonton  Eskimos  in  the 
1977  Grey  Cup,  and  THE  RAVENS  WON 
PANDA!  ! ! 

RESIDENCE:  Pick  a  room,  any  room  .  .  . 
Second  year  female  residents  gleefully  moved 
from  double  rooms  into  singles  while  the  Hous- 
ing Office  worried  over  declining  revenues 
from  empty  rooms.  Residence  faced  its  first 
crisis  as  residence  waiting  lists  dwindled  down 
to  nothing  and  students  continued  to  move  off 
campus.  New  financial  standards  were  dis- 
cussed for  '79  which  will  hopefully  cut  the 
number  of  "res  dropouts". 

In  early  fall,  the  Carleton  Women's  Centre 
went  on  the  warpath  against  residence  tunnel 
paintings  calling  them  sexist  and  clearly  pro- 
moting rape.  Res  Pres  Jim  Whitehead  refused 
to  deny  res  students  the  right  to  life,  liberty 
and  the  freedom  to  paint  what  they  want. 
Vive  la  residence  libre! 

INTERNATIONAL:  Margaret Trudeau  again 
made  the  news  in  the  summer  of  '77.  When  the 
Stones  (Rolling,  that  is)  staged  a  surprise  con- 
cert at  the  El  Mocambo  in  Toronto,  newly 
liberated  Maggie  became  the  band's  number 
one  groupie.  Pictures  of  herself  and  a  "spaced 
out"  Jagger  appeared  in  papers  the  world  over. 
Now  that's  show  business  .  .  .  or  is  it? 

1977  saw  the  loss  of  three  great  men.  Bing 
Crosby  and  Charles  Chaplin  both  passed  away 
in  midyear.  But  the  entire  world  was  stunned 
as  first  the  rumour  and  then  the  truth  circu- 
lated. The  king  was  dead.  Elvis  Presley,  "the 
king  of  rock  and  roll"  was  found  in  his  hotel 
room  and  apparently  died  of  a  heart  attack.

RESIDENCE:  Grenville-Russell  residents  got 
the  opportunity  to  look  over  each  other's 
wardrobes  when  washers  and  dryers  were  moved 
off  the  floor  and  into  a  common  laundry  room 
on  First  Russell.  The  move  was  made  to  pro- 
vide more  available  rooms  in  the  "linked" 
residences. 

The  R.  R.  R.  A  .  council  recorded  their  longest 
meeting  ever  in  1978  with  a  controversial  8- 
hour  meeting  in  the  residence  coffehouse.  The 
controversy  was  over  an  executive  dinner  that 
ran  up  a  bill  of  $400.  Tempers  flared  and  in- 
dividual personalities  were  permanently 
scarred.  Perhaps  "attack"  isn't  always  the  best 
battle  plan. 

Attheend  of  the  residence  intramural  season, 
floor  points  were  tallied  and  the  winners  an- 
nounced. Third  Russell  took  the  men's  in- 
tramural championship  title  for  the  second 
year  in  a  row.  Fourth  Grenville  took  the  wo- 
men's division  intramural  championship  for 
1978. 

In  a  controversial  action,  apparently  author- 
ized by  the  Housing  Office  itself,  parts  of 
the  residence  tunnel  paintings  were  painted 
over  in  grey  by  university  painters.  The  in-

cident  occurred  only  a  few  days  after  the 
last  students  in  residence  had  left  for  the 
summer.  The  gains  res  students  made  in  the 
October  tunnel  controversy  seem  to  have 
moved  three  steps  back. 

INTERNATIONAL:  The  1978  AcademyAwards 
began  with  the  usual  political  allegations,  but 
soon  settled  down  to  die  matter  at  hand.  The 
following  were  the  top  five  awards: 
BEST  SONG:  "You  Light  Up  My  Life"  (You 
Light  Up  My  Life). 

BEST  DIRECTOR:  Woody  All^n  (Annie  Hall). 
BEST  ACTRESS:  Diane  Keaton  (Annie  Hall). 
BEST  ACTOR:  Richard  Dreyfuss  (The  Good-bye 
Girl). 

BEST  MOVIE:  Annie  Hall. 

The  Canadian  dollar  hit  an  all  time  low  on 
the  international  money  market  falling  to  87 
cents  in  relation  to  the  U.S.  dollar.  Rumours 
of  a  second  depression  soon  spread  until  the 
dollar  finally  climbed  back  up  the  economic 
scale. 

OnMarch  1,  1978  a  disgusting  incident  shocked 
the  world.  The  late  Charlie  Chaplin's  body 
was  taken  from  its  grave  site  and  held  for  ran- 
som .  The  body  was  eventually  found  in  a  corn 
field  on  May  17/78  and  will  be  returned  to  the 
original  cemetary.

For  the  second  year  in  a  row,  the  Montreal 
Canadiens  beat  the  Boston  Bruins  to  win  the 
1978  Stanley  Cup.  The  Habs  never  looked 
back  from  the  season  opener  and  were  clearly 
the  best  team  in  all  the  divisions.
